And four or five copies 
are sent every morning, signed in ink, 
to the various government departments. 
The style throughout, whether in the 
article’s or in tha news notes, is very j 
chatty and familiar.

In an address in England Professor 
Tyndall remarked that duty had been 
his motive farce. 
He said: 
In Germany one heard this word 
much more frequently than the word 
glory. 
The philosophers of Germany, 
are of the loftiest moral tone. 
In fact, 
they are preachers of religion as much' 
as expounders of philosophy. It wouldV 
to a certain extent, be true to say that 
from them the land takes ite moral col­ 
or; but it should be added that the 
German philosophers are themselves 
products of the German soil, probably 
deriving the basis of their moral quali­ 
ties from a period anterior to their phi­ 
losophy. 
I asked two Prussian officers 
whom I met in the summer of 1871, at 
Fontresina, how the German troops be­ 
haved when going into battle—did they 
cheer and encourage each other ? The 
reply I received was: 
“Never in our 
experience has the cry, ‘Wir mussen 
siegen’—we must conquer—been heard 
from German soldiers; but in a hun­ 
dred instances we have heard them res­ 
olutely exclaim, 
‘Wir mussen unsere 
Pfliot thun’—we must do our duty.” 
It w'as a sense of duty rather than leva 
of glory that strengthened those mei 
and filled them with an invincible her­ 
oism. 
Wt9 in England have always 
liked the iron ring of the word “duty.” 
It was Nelson’s talisman at Trafalgar.

The latter 
accidentally killed one of them by vet­ 
ting up suddeuly from her needle-work 
and piercing him to the heart with her 
scissors. She and the surviving brother 
mourned so much 
that 
they wera 
turned into birds; he cries out to the 
lost brother by night gioii, ffion, and 
•he by day, A u Au, Int ku, which means 
* Where are you?" The cuckoo, says 
the Bohemian legend, once had a crown 
on her head, till at a wedding among 
the birds, at which the hoopoe was 
bridegroom, she lent it and has never 
been able to get it back. 
He is always 
crying out Ault/, which means ‘'You 
rascal," to which the other replies, jdu, 
jd u t “I come, I come,” but comes not. 
The Bohemians also take the cuckoo fat 
an enchanted miller or baker. 
Th* 
latter is a more enchanting story, as be­ 
ing either of post-Christian origin, or 
else a pagan memory transferred, as so 
often happened, into a Christian dress. 
Christ, passing one day a baker’s shop, 
sent one of His dim-iples in to ask for 
some new bread. 
The baker refused to 
give it, but his wife and six daughters, 
who 
were 
compassionate, delivered 
some secretly to the disciple.

ward they were placed among the stars, 
as the Pleiades; but the baker was 
turned into a cuckoo, and it confirms 
this story that his cry is heard as long 
those seven stars are visible is the sky.

And a monkish historian has handed 
down, for the edification of posterity, 
the story of the worldly-minded brother 
who, tired of the monotony of convent 
life, resolved to ask of the cuckoo ths 
number of years yet allotted him to 
live. 
The bird having said twenty-two, 
the monk resolved to devote himself 
for a season to the pleasures of this 
world and yet have time before him to 
prepare for the next; but, alas! ths 
bird was a heathenish and therefore a 
false oracle to listen to, and death sur­

It does not 
belong, properly speaking, to the In­ 
dian Territory, although, not b* ing at­ 
tached to any organized local govern­ 
ment, it is generally included in maps 
of this Territory. 
It is a comparatively 
sterile country, except along the few 
water courses; has an average temper­ 
ature of about 54 deg.; and an annual 
rainfall of some twenty inches. 
It pro­ 
duces bunch grass, and large areae of it 
constitute good grazing ground- in the 
spring and fall months. 
It is almost 
uninhabited, except 
by 
herders, or 
“cowboys.” 
The government has not 
Purveyed and opened it for settlement, 
but several cattle ranges have been lo­ 
cated and are claimed and used under 
“squatter law.” 
The northern bound­ 
ary of the “Texas Panhandle'’ lies about 
eighty-six miles south of Dodgt City, 
Kansas.

“My orderly stands 
behind the witness, and whenever I put 
Bay left baud to my ear that indicates 
that the evidence is false, and he runs a 
pin into him." It is a well-known fact 
to the mony who will recognize this 
story that the “sting of conscience” in 
this material form proved effectual, and 
that the magistrate, who died honored 
throughout Denmark, in three rears 
turned an Alsatia into one of the most 
orderly and law-abiding of commmif- 
ti -.‘s.

CoUntv Orders. 


It is to be hoped for the good of 
the people who expect to reside in 
the glorious county of Crow Wing 
that county orders will not depre­ 
ciate in value to a greater extent 
than they have already reached. 
It is of vital interest to the tax­ 
payers and 
the welfare 
of the 
county time these orders be kept as 
near paras possible. 
Supposing, 
for instance, that money sharks 
aud speculators that have an eye 
on all places where there is half 
the chance tor investment that 
there is in this city and county at 
the present time, make it a point 
to run these orders down to 50 
cents on the dollar and buy all 
they can get of them, and there is 
a good many to be had, what will 
be the result! 
It will he disastrous 
iu the extreme. 
The county will 
be compelled to pay two prices for 
everything that she gets and the 
poor tax-payers who are already 
laboring under a burdensome tax 
will be obliged to pay a still higher 
rate which will go into the pockets 
of the money sharks, 
to enrich 
them and fill their coffers with gold. 
It will be as it was some years ago 
when the orders were way below 
par. 
A farmer brings in a load of 
wood which for cash would bring 
$4, but he is told that he will have 
to take county orders for his pay, 
and as they are worth only 50 cents 
be must get $8 a cord for his wood. 
The wood sawyer with ten mouths 
to feed cannot saw and split the 
same for his accustomed $2 as he 
would realize only $1 out of the 
operation, and he has to get an or­ 
der fur $4 for his labor. 
The wood 
has now cost the county $12 per 
cord, and who is ahead? The men 
who actually performed the labor 
have 
got only the actual value, 
while the man who bought the or­ 
ders made six dollars besides 7 per 
cent, on the $12 until the county 
pays them. 
This is only one in­ 
stance and every stroke of labor 
and ever}' article the county buys 
is in the same ratio. 
It can readily 
be seen that it is of vital impor­ 
tance to keep the orders at or near 
par as possible. 
There is money in 
them at OO cenis, and at that price 
they should find ready sale at home 
in our own banks, or to men who 
have money which they wish to in­ 
vest in a remunerative and safe 
business.

w thorne's Courtship 
K a rri age. 
In two large volumes Mr. Julian 
Hawthorne has w ritten the biographies 
of “Nathaniel H awthorne and His W ife,” 
just publisher bv Jas.B . Osgood & Co., 
Boston. 
Julian Hawthorne holds pos­ 
session of nearly all the papers of his 
father, and these two volumes will be 
regarded as the im portant Life of Haw­ 
thorne. 
They are the most interesting 
books of the season. 
In 1842 Hawthorne, at the age of 
thirty-eight, was m arried 
to Sophia 
Peabody. 
The story of their courtship 
is told charmingly by the son. 
She 
came from a very old New England fam­ 
ily of English descent. 
D uring her 
girlhood she was an invalid, and had 
resolved never to m arry. 
The Haw­ 
thorne children and the Peal»ody chil­ 
dren had l>een playmates in Salem. 
In 
1838 Hawthorne called upon the Pea- 
i body’s to renew the old acquaintance. 
Miss E. P. Pealxxiv writes of his first 
meeting with his future wife. 
“Sophia 
came down in her simple white wrap­ 
per, and sat on the sofa. 
As I said, 
‘My sister. Sophia,’ he rose and looked 
at her intently,—he did not realize how’ 
intently. 
As we went on talking, she 
would frequently interpose a rem ark in 
her low, sweet voice. 
Every time she 
I did so, lie would look at her again, with 
the same piercing, mdrawing gaze. 
I 
was struck with it, and thought. ‘W hat 
if he should fall in love with her!' and 
the thought troubled me; for she had 
often told me that nothing would ever 
tem pt her to m arry, and inflict on a 
husband the care of an invalid. 
W hen 
Mr. 
Haw thorne got up to go, lie said 
he should come for me in the evening, 
to call on his sisters, and he added, 
’Miss Sophia, won't 
you come too?' 
But she replied, ‘I never go out in the 
evening. Mr. H aw thorne.’ 
‘I wish you 
would,’ he said, in a low, urgent tone. 
B ut she smiled and shook Let head, and 
he went away. ” 
Mr. Julian Hawthorne 
adds: 
“ It may ba rem arked here that 
Mrs. Haw thorne, in telling her children, 
many years afterwards, of these first 
meetings w itll their father, used lo say 
that his presence, from the very be- 
ginniug exercised so strong a mag­ 
netic attraction upon her that instinct­ 
ively, and in self-defense as it were, 
she 
drew’ hack 
anti repelled 
him. 
The ]>ower which she 
felt 
in him 
alarmed her; she did not understand 
what it meant, and was only able to 
feel that she m ost resist. 
By degrees, 
however, her resistance was overcome; 
and in the end she realized that they 
had loved each other 
at first sight. 
Sophia consented to the engagement | 
onlv upon the stipulation that lier mar- j 
riage was to lie strictly contingent upon : 
her recovery from her twenty years' ill- j 
ue^ss. 
‘If God intends us to m arry,’ 
th e said to him, ‘Ile will let me be j 
cured, if not, it will lie a sign that it is j 
not best.* The likelihood of a cure j 
taking place certainly did not seem 
great; in fact it would lie little less than j 
a miracle. Miracle or not. however, the 
cure was actually accomplished; and 
Hie lovers were justified in believeing 
that Love himself was the physician. 
W hen Sophia Pealiody became Sophia 
Hawthorne, in 1842. she was for the 
first time since her infancy, in perfect ] 
h ealth ; nor did she ever afterwards re- j 
lapse into her previous condition of in- j 
val idis rn. ” 
Extracts are given from nearly thirty 
of 
Hawthorne’s love letters, written J 
during his engagement. 
He addresses 
Sophia 
as 
“D earest,” 
“Beloved,” ‘ 
“ Dearissima,” “Belovedeat," 
“Dearest 
H eart," “True and Honorable,” and 
“Dearest 
U nutterably.” 
“How 
I 
wish,” 
he 
writes, 
“ I 
could 
give 
you 
a 
portion 
of 
my 
insensibil- j 
ity! and yet I should be almost afraid 
of ac me radical transform ation, were I 
to produce a change in that respect, j 
If you cannot grow’ plum p and rosy and 
tough and 
vigorous 
w ithout 
being 
changed into another nature, then I do j 
think, for this short life, you had l»et- J 
ter remain just what you are. 
Yes; but ! 
you will be the same to me, because we ; 
have met in Eternity, and there our in­ 
timacy was formed. 
So get well as 
soon as you possibly can, and I sh all, 
never doubt that you are the same Sop­ 
hie who have so often leaned upon my ) 
arm and needed its superfluous strength. ! 
I never, till now, had a friend who 
could give me repose; all have disturb­ 
ed me, and whether for pleasure or \ 
pain, it was still disturbance. 
B ut I 
peace overflows from your heart into 
mine. 
Then I feel that there is a Now, 
and that Now must be always calm and 
happy, and that sorrow and evil are but 
phantoms that seem to flit across it.” 
Again he w rites: 
“It is very singular (but I do not sup­ 
p ose! can express it) that, w hile I love 
you so dearly, aud while I am so con­ 
scious of the deep union of our spirits, 
still I have an awe for you that I have 
never felt for anybody else. 
Awe is not 


there is a sort of death—a death,however 
in w hich there is still hope and assurance 
of a joyful life to come. 
Methinks, if 
my spirit were not conscious of yours, 
this dreary snow-storm would chill me 
to torpor; the warm th of my fireside 
would be quite powerless to counteract 'their edges.

* * * And now, here are the same 
snow-flakes in the air that frere descend­ 
ing when I began. W ould that there were 
an art of making sunsb me!

Truly you do, and have of­ 
ten thrown a heavenly sunshine round 
my spirit when all tilings else were 
full of gloom. 
W hat a woe, what a 
cloud, it is to be away from yo u !” 
* * * “I am sometimes 
driven to 
wish that you and I could mount upon 
a cloud (as we used to fancy in those 
heavenly walks of ours), and be borne 
quite out of sight and hearing of all the 
w orld; for now all the people in the 
world seem to come Iietween us. 
How 
happy were Adam 
and Eve! 
There 
was no third person to come between 
them , and all the infinity around them 
only served to press their hearts closer 
together. 
We love one another as well 
as they, but there is no silent and 
lovely garden of Eden for us. 
Will you sail with me to discover 
some summer island ? Do you not think 
that God has reserved one for us, ever 
since thelieginning of the world? Fool­ 
ish that I am to raise a question of it, 
since we have found such an E den— 
such an island sacred to us two—when­ 
ever we have lieen together! 
Then, we 
are the Adam and Eve of a virgin earth.” 
“How’ strange it is, tender and fragile 
little Sophie, 
that 
your protection 
should have liecome absolutely neces­ 
sary to such a great, rough, burly, 
broad-shouldered personage as I! 
I 
need your support as much as von need 
mine. * * * Would that we could build 
our cottage this very summer, amid 
these scenes of Concord which you de- j 
senile.

HY EXPERIENCES H STATE PRISON. 


BT AN EX-WARDEN. 


Of all our public institutions I think 
the greatest interest is attached to the 
State Prison. 
F or nearly eighty years 
the frowning walls of the old Massa* 
cusetta State Prison in Charlestown 
have stood a silent yet impressive moni­ 
tor, rem inding the evil deor th a t the 
way of the transgressor is hard. 
Yet, but very litttle is known of the 
inside history of the prison. 
The gen­ 
eral opinion is that the inmates ara 
a 
worthless set, compelled to labor for a 
term of years for their own good, and 
the protection of society, and th at the 
disgrace of being in the prison is a 
greater hardship than any connected 
with the punishm ent inflicted. 
More 
than this, some people infer th at it is 
not an undesirable place for the unfort­ 
unate and homeless. 
This is a great mistake. 
Deprived 
of liberty, even of speech, and of the 
use of their eyes except upon their 
w ork; forced to pass like automatons, 
in slow* and measured tread, from the 
to lie there, away from the hot sun, and j prison to the workshop and back again; 
dust, and the steam ing docks, knowing that each day in the week will 
bring with it the same unchangeable 
rations; ignorant to a great extent of 


I the coal 
j aud the thick-plated, stubborn, con- 
I tendons men, with w’liom I brawl from 
I morning till night, and all the weary 
J toil that quite engrosses me, and yet 
occupies only a small part of my tieing, 
'w hich I did not know existed before I 
! l>ecarae a m easurer. 
I do think I 
should sink down quite disheartened 
j and inanimate if you were not happy, 
1 and gathering from the earth and sky 
j enjoyment for both of us; but this 
; makes me feel that my real, innerm ost 
j soul is apart from all these unlovely 
, circumstances, 
and 
that it has not 
I ce asci I to exist, as I m ight sometimes 
sus{»eet, but is nourished and kept alive 
! through you." 
“ W hen we shall be endowed with 
I spiritual l>odies, I think they will be so 
j constituted that we may send thoughts 
aud feelings any distance, in no time at 
all. and transfuse them warm and fresh 
i into the consciousness of those we love.

H o w G lobes a re B u ilt. 


Our library and school educational 
globes have, perhaps, been a puz.zle to 
many an inquisitive mind, they being so 
light so easily turned on their axes, 
and so smooth as to appear more like 
natural exact productions than mechan­ 
ical constructions. 
The m aterial of a 
glolie is a thick, pulpy paper, like soft 
straw lioard, and this is formed into 
two hemispheres from disks. 
A flat 
disk is cut in gores or radical pieces, 
from center to circumference, half of 
the gores tieing removed and the others 
brought together, forming a hem ispher­ 
ical cup. 
These disks are gored under 
a cutting press, the dies of w*hich are 
so exact that the gores come together 
at their edges 
to 
make 
a perfect 
hemisphere. 
The formation is also 
done by a press with hemispherical 
mold and die, the edges of the gores 
being covered with glue. 
Two 
of 
these 
hemispheres are then united 
by glue and mounted on a wire, the 
ends of which are the two axes of the 
finished globe. 
All this work is done 
while the palier is in a moist state. 
Af­ 
ter drying, the rough paper glolie is 
rasped dow n to a surface by coarse sand 
palier, followed by finer paper, and 
then receives a coat of paint or enamel 
that will take a clean, smooth finish. 
The instructive portion is a map of the 
world printed iii tw’o sections, each of 
lozenge shape, the point extending from 
pole to pole, exactly the same as though 
the peel of an orange w as cut from stem 
to bud in tw elve equal divisions. 
These 
maps are obtained in Scotland, general­ 
ly, although there are two or three es­ 
tablishm ents elsewhere which pioduce 
them . 
Tile paper of these maps are 
very thiu, but tenacious, and is held to 
the globe by glue. 
The operator—gen­ 
erally a woman—begins at oue pole, 
pasting with the left hand and laying 
the sheet with the right, working along 
the edge of the North Tole, coaxing 
the edge of the palier over the curva­ 
ture of the globe with an ivory spatula, 
and working down the entire paper to 
an absolutely smooth surface.
